Dangelio when Nichol Margareito and
his wife rushed In. “The latter pughed
Dangelo out of thé house while her
husband put Dastaslo out of another
door,

Distaslo lay in walt for Dargelo at
the corner of the house and when he
appeared he sprang upon him like o
tiger and at once plunged the knife in-
to his vietim's neck three times when
lie turned and ran out of the alley Into
Kennedy street and out Charles onto
Maln until he reached Water etrect
Willlom Owens who was in pursuit
with several others, got before him with
a stone and tried to =top him, when
Henry Kusghel rushed up behind him
and grabbed him. At this moment
Chief Loftus arrived on the scene and
the prisoner was turned over to him.
He was at onee locked up and disarmed.
Shortly after he was taken before Al-
derman Loftus for a hearlng and was
committed to the county jall.

A Jury was empannelled by Alder-
man Loftus who arftéerward viewed the
remaing of the dead moan, who was
pleked up and taken Into the house of
Nicol Margarato, In whose house the
gquarrel began, nnd adjourned to meet
at the Alderman’'s office this evening
at 7 o'clock,

Dr. Barrett was called and examined
the wounds and stated that an artery
of the neck had been severed. The
murdered man was unmarried and lved
with his younger Lrother, also unmar-
ricd. He wag sald to be a very gulet
amnd inofiengive person and was about
25 years of age

The murderer Is o short, viclous
luoking fellow and bears o bad reputa-
tion mmong  hisg  fellow  countrymen
When seen in the lockup his faee and
hondg were covered with blood, and
when his attention was called to this he
procecded to ek It off with his tongue.

Chief Loftus has In his possession
the bloody weapon which was used to
do the deed and Is o dangerous looking
ingtrument having a blade six Inches
in length.

The murderer refuses to say anything
in regard to the murder when ques-
tioned, but it Is thought that this is the
cause of a long standing grudge.
